Brandon Walsh 


CREATOR OF 
LITTLE ANNIE ROONEY 


To Brandon Walsh, who writes “Little Annie 
Rooney,” the little girl in his comic strip is more 
than just a funny paper character. To him, she 
personifies a way of life. 

And anyone who knows anything about 
Walsh will understand just what this means. For 
Annie is a prototype of Walsh himself—maybe 
not physically, but certainly in every other re- 
spect. The little girl with the get-up-and-go, the 
homespun philosophy, and the optimistic nature 
is a projection of Brandon Walsh to the ‘nth’ 
degree. 

Born in 1882, the son of immigrant Irish 
parents, Walsh left school after the third grade— 
a fact about which he doesn’t know whether he’s 
glad or sorry to this day. After closing his formal 
education, young Walsh moved rapidly — and 
happily — from one job to another. Bellboy, 
newsboy, steel worker, freight handler, elevator 
operator; he did all of these and more, when at 
last he turned to his real love... writing. 

Submitting a limerick to a magazine, Walsh 
received the astounding sum of $1.25. If, he rea- 
soned, I can get paid for writing poems and jokes, 
that’s for me. And at this point he decided to 
spend the rest of his life doing just that. 

He turned to song writing and theatricals, and 
soon became one of the leading figures around 


Broadway. Incidentally, Walsh still maintains 
that hé has yet to meet “the swarms of cold- 
hearted two-timers and chiselers” that rumor 
has it inhabit the street. Rather he says, they’re 
a pretty decent group of people, no better nor 
worse than those you meet anywhere else, but 
maybe a little more interesting. 

While working around Broadway, Walsh 
wrote hundreds of songs and gags, became a 
charter member of the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers, and among 
various other acts; wrote the first Olsen and 
Johnson comedy bit. But the going was rough | 
for a free-lance writer in those days, so when 
the late Sidney Smith, who authored “The — 
Gumps”, offered him a steady job with regular 
pay writing dialogue for his famous comic strip, 
Walsh jumped at the chance. He stayed with 
Smith until 1928, when King Features made him — 
an offer to write a script under his own name. 

“Annie Rooney” was born, Using a lovable 
little girl and putting her into all sorts of un- 
happy situations, from which she always man- 
aged to emerge triumphant due to her unfailing 
sense of perspective, Brandon Walsh wrote a 
strip which was destined to become one of the 
most popular on the American scene. 

Annie is unfailingly optimistic. When things 
look blackest, she still sees the rainbow or the 
silver lining. And although she comes across 
many despicable characters in her sojourns, her 
heart is never filled with hate or malice, Rather - 
she tries to forgive and forget. 

Possessing what we still call an “Irish” sense 
of humor, Brandon Walsh typifies all that is fine _ 
in our American philosophy. May both Walsh 
and Little Annie continue living their lives in 
the same manner for a long, long time. Annie 
suffering perhaps, but always managing to keep — 
one step ahead of Mrs. Meanie and her ilk — 
Walsh getting a laugh out of anything he does — 
and the both of them giving a lot of entertain- 
ment and enjoyment to a lot of people.
